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HOUSE IS POLLED 
ON A SILVER BILL 


FO RTY SEVEN FOR AND FORTY- 
TWO AGAINST. 


Butter Substitute Measure Laid Before 
Represectativcs Informally and a 
Showing of Strength Made—Vote 
In the Senate This Afternoon—Mr. 
Vilas the Speaker Yesterday.

No vote has beeu taken yet on the 
bond silver bill. It will pass this after­ 
noon. with five votes to spare. 
The 
Butler amendment to the bond silver 
bill was 
defeated 13 to IO. 
Yes­ 
terday’s 
eesfiou 
was 
technically 
a continuance of the session of Thurs­ 
day, aa a recess was taken that night. 
The silver bond bill, therefore, had im­ 
mediate right of way, with Mr. Vilas 
(dem.) of Wisconsin recognized to 
speak. “It will,” said Mr. Vilas, “doubt­ 
less never be necessary to discuss this 
bill as it cadie from the house. With 
the exception of provision for emer­ 
gency 
certificates—which 
ought 
to 
stand in the permanent statutes—the 
house bill contained nothing commend­ 
able; everything else was but mock­ 
ery of the legislation demanded by our 
fiscal condition. 
And so again, as a 
year ago, partisanship or imbecility, or 
both, has stricken congress with par­ 
alysis, and the rescue of business pros­ 
perity from its recurring peril has been 
thrown upon the executive. It is al­ 
most as fortuitous as fortunate that an 
old statute has remained untouched 
during our financial madness which can 
again serve the turn, and, although in 
a. clumsy way when considered with 
reference to existing conditione and 
sailable measures of relief, yet it shows 
God’s pity and mercy are not wholly 
withdrawn from us. 
“If,” he continued, “any trusted agent 
in private affairs should so deny duty 
and abuse trust as congress did a year 
ago and now repeats, no judgment in 
their condemnation would be too se­ 
vere. Over $16,000,000 in the public debt 
was then thrown away in the reckless 
th at must now be sustained by the peo- 
thatm ust now be sustained by the peo­ 
ple for the same reason is probably no 
less, although the exact measure of it 
Is not quite so clear. Then republican 
management was able to show pretense 
tfcat but for the populists and free-sil- 
verites there might have been relief. It 
was not true then, and this bill has now 
unmasked the fact by denying under 
republican dictations the only remedy 
available to the increased mischief.” 
* Declaring that the bill, as it came 
from the house, was a mere sham and 
fraud, Senator Vilas proceeded to show 
"that the Senate amendments made it 
worse than the original measure. The 
senator said he had hitherto concluded 
th at it was the wisest policy to sit 
quiet and allow the silver advocates 
to do the talking, as they were in the 
habit of doing, at the ratio of about 
16 to I, but he had heard it asked why 
the opponents of free coinage did not 
justify their faith in debate. He then 
proceeded, at considerable length, to 
discuss the free-coinage provision of the 
pending bill, declaring that the finan­ 
cial distress and public misery of the 
last three years were the direct products 
of the efforts to force silver upon the 
country, and adding: “Our course to 
relief i6 a return to sound principles.” 
He believed especially that every step 
of the fatal progress in error had been 
opposed to the cardinal doctrines on 
which the democratic party is based. 
He divided the silver advocates into 
three classes: First, those who were in­ 
terested in silver mining; second, heavy 
debtors; and, third, those who believe 
in the principle of bimetallism.’ Of the 
first class, he said that they were few 
of number, but wonderfully potential; 
of the second, that they might “deserve 
sympathy if they didn’t shock it.” The 
third class he regarded as honestly 
mistaken, and to them he addressed his 
argument. 
•‘Bimetallism Is,” he said, “a high- 
soundipg, splendid word, if only bimet­ 
allism, but alas, what is it, and where 
is it? Like dreams that wane before 
the half-shut eye or gay castles in the 
clouds that pass, forever flitting in the 
slimmer sky, always dancing before the 
vision, always something to be gained, 
hut never realized, the glittering bauble 
has fitted on afar before the fatuous 
pursuit on which the public have so 
long been conducted, yet, always to dis­ 
appear save in the pleasing speech of 
silver advocates, while the realities of 
gain could be matched by the other 
and mastering purpose.” He declared 
that from the beginning practical bi 
melanism had never been proposed to 
Congress. 
He declared that Senators 
'Teller and Wolcott, as champions of 
silver, had based their contentions upon 
a. protective foundation. 
He contended that the 
silver-mine 
owners were largely responsible for the 


showing tnat me production was small 
before the civil war. 
Referring to the claims of the debtor 
class, saying that at best they asked to 
have something taken by law from one 
class for another class, he claimed that 
a free-coinage law would be especially 
hard upon pensioners—an unspeakable 
and unparalleled outrage. Indeed, such 
a piece of legislation would be, to sum 
up, a genuine shame. 
Mr. Vilas justified the course taken 
under the exigencies of the time, while 
Mr. Mitchell denominated the course of 
the bond purchasers in buying on the 
theory of silver payments and yet de­ 
manding and expecting gold payments 
as a “bunko game.” 
He closed 
his 
speech shortly before 3 o’clock, and the 
skirmishing at once began as to fixing 
a time for voting on the bill. 
The main feature of the agreement 
finally made was that the vote should 
be taken at 2 p. rn. today, with Mr. Hill 
reserving the right of motions to in­ 
definitely postpone, lay on the table or 
take up another bill before that hour. 
Mr. Bate (Dem., Tenn.) then addressed 
the senate in 
support of the silver 
amendment. 
Mr. Pascoe (Dem., Fla.) 
followed Mr. Bate, also in support of 
the amendment. 
At the night session Mr. Palmer (111.) 
gave notice of an amendment to the 
pending measure, declaring it to be the 
policy of the United States to maintain 
the parity between the gold and silver 
dollars, and to maintain the equal pow­ 
er of gold and silver in the markets and 
in the payment of debts. Mr. Cattery 
(La.) spoke in opposition to the silver 
amendment.

Washington, Feb. I.—Nothing defi­ 
nite can be learned at the treasury de­ 
partment as to the number or amount 
of bids already received for the new 
bonds. Ae fast as received the bids are 
deposited in a safe, where they will re­ 
main until next Wednesday, when they 
will be opened and their contents an­ 
nounced. It is certain, however, that a 
large number of bids have been re­ 
ceived and every mail brings consider­ 
able additions. As to amounts or prices 
offered, even the secretary of the treas­ 
ury knows nothing, except in some few 
cases, where he has been privately ad­ 
vised by letter. There seems to be no 
doubt that the amount of the bids will 
exceed the $100,000,000 to be offered, 
and it is expected that the foreign of­ 
fers will be considerably more than wa3 
expected when the loan was announced. 
The 
improved 
political 
situation 
abroad, it is believed, will contribute 
to this end. 
The semi-official announcement that 
bidders who intend to pay for their 
bonds in foreign coin will be given the 
preference in making the awards is ex­ 
pected to stimulate foreign competition 
for the bonds. The thing most to be 
feared in connection with the sales, it 
is said at the treasury, is a possible 
combination by which a large percent­ 
age of the offers will be at uniformly 
low rates. 
Should this prove to be 
the case, there seems to be no doubt 
that Secretary Carlisle will not hesitate 
to reject all bids below what he regards 
fair both to the government and to the 
purchaser.

THE JANUARY DEFICIT. 


Seven Months of the Fiscal Year Finds 
the Treasury Behind. 
Washington, Feb. I.—The forthcom­ 
ing statement of the government re­ 
ceipts and expenditures for January 
will show the aggregate receipts to have 
been approximately $29,237,670, and the 
expenditures $32,696,830, leaving the de­ 
ficit for the month about $3,459,160, and 
for the seven months of the present fis­ 
cal year about $18,853,867. The receipts 
from customs during the present month 
will amount to about $16,380,796; from 
internal revenue, $11,041,401, and from 
miscellaneous sources about $1,815,472. 
This is a decrease of about $1,000,000 in 
the receipts from customs as compared 
with January, 1895, and an increase of 
about $2,000,000 in the receipts from in­ 
ternal revenue. As compared with last 
month, there is an increase of over $4,- 
000,000 in the receipts from customs and 
a decrease of nearly $1,750,000 in the re­ 
ceipts from internal revenue. The pen­ 
sion payments this month amount to 
about $9,980,000, a decrease from last 
month of about $1,386,000. 


Will Centinrc Mr. Bayard. 
Washington, Feb. I.—The question of 
a censure of Ambassador Bayard for 
his two speeches will be again consid 
ered by the house committee on foreign 
affairs at a special 
meeting to-day. 
Since Thursday’s meeting the Repub 
lican members of the committee have 
talked with the party colleagues in the 
house and a majority of them have 
agreed to support a resolution drawn 
by Mr. Cousins (Iowa) which censures 
the ambassador. The Democrats of the 
committee, under the leadership of ex- 
Chairman McCreary, will 
antagonize 
agitation for free silver, and after as- any resolution of censure, and even a 
sorting that silver mining was

fined to the western states, said the 
mines were owned by comparatively 
few people and largely by corporations, 
who, by the employment of labor, often 
make large profits on comparatively 
small outlay.

London, Feb. I.—The banquet of the 
Non-Conformist Unionist Association 
it the Hotel Metropole Friday night was 
the occasion for an address by the 
marquis of Salisbury, prime minister 
and secretary of state for foreign af­ 
fairs. In the course of his remarks he 
said, with reference to Venezuela: 
“I have been held up ae the denouncer 
of the Monroe doctrine. As a matter of 
fact, although the Monroe doctrine is 
no part of international law, my dis­ 
patch to Mr. Olney, the secretary of 
state of the United States, supported it 
as a rule of policy in the strongest and 
most distinct terms. But when I stated 
in that dispatch, and reiterate now, that 
as a rule of policy we are the entire ad- 
vocatee of the Monroe doctrine we mean 
the Monroe doctrine as President Mon­ 
roe understood it. In that sense you 
will not find any more convinced sup­ 
porters than we are.” 
Lord Salisbury then turned abrubtly 
to the Armenian question, and he re­ 
proached the religious communities 
with laboring under a mistake when 
they supposed that Great Britain had 
bound herself In honor to succor the 
Armenians, which means to go to war 
with the sultan in order to force him to 
govern the Armenians well. The Ber­ 
lin treaty, Lord Salisbury said, merely 
bound the signatory powers that if the 
sultan promulgated 
certain 
reforms 
they would watch over the execution of 
those reforms—nothing more. He did 
not think any one could interpret that 
as an undertaking to go to extreme 
measures. As to the Cyprus conven­ 
tion, Lord Salisbury continued, it con­ 
tains no trace of an undertaking to in­ 
terfere in behalf of the subjects of the 
sultan. “I was concerned in the draft­ 
ing of both of these conventions,” Lord 
Salisbury said, “and 
nothing would 
have induced me to pledge my country 
to such a desperate undertaking.” 
Lord Salisbury then continued by say­ 
ing: “Meantime, by spreading among 
the Turks the feeling that their domin­ 
ion was threatened, these reforms have 
unfortunately led to the perpetration 
of horrors which can only be compared 
with the days cf Genghis Khan and 
Tamerlane. I am aware that many in­ 
fluential people aver that this was done 
by the sultan and his government with 
set purpose. My own opinion is that 
the sultan’s government 
is 
weak, 
wretched, impotent, and powerless; but 
it is a dream to imagine that he or­ 
dered the perpetration of those cruel­ 
ties. 
In my judgment there 
is 
no 
ground for thinking so. 
It was race 
faction and creed faction driven to the 
highest point in the most corrupt and 
most horrible form which brought upon 
the wretched Armenians these terrible 
sufferings. 
“If you ask why we have not inter­ 
fered, I can only answer for 
Great 
Britain that we could have threatened 
what I may call annoyances in the seiz­ 
ing of customs here and there, but when 
you are dealing with the rising of a 
whole fanatical population with whom 
they have been at bitter enmity for 
ages and who are situated in mountains 
far removed from the seashore, you are 
deceiving yourselves if you imagine 
that Great Britain’s arm, long as it is, 
could have done anything in mitigation. 
Nothing but a military usurpation could 
have done it, and Great Britain does 
not possess the power of 
military 
usurpation at that distance. 
“Mr. Gladstone wrote a letter that 
Great Britain could cope with five or 
six sultans. That was a most ill- judged 
and rash observation. 
If the sultan 
would meet us on tho open, undoubted­ 
ly we could cope with five or six sultans. 
But it is not worth arguing the possi­ 
bility of Great Britain occupying these 
inaccessible provinces. 
“I am not bound to answer the ques­ 
tion why Europe did not interfere. I 
say confidentially that none of the pow­ 
ers wished to interfere, and I believe 
their view is that with patience the 
sultan’s prestige, which is the 
only 
power left in Hie country, will ultimate­ 
ly re-establish order and allow indus­ 
try and commerce to take their usual 
secure course. That is their view, and 
it is our duty to give the sultan time. 
It is not for me to pass judgment on 
that view, but no other remedy has 
been suggested. It is some encourage­ 
ment to find that already some degrees 
of order is being restored. If you do 
not act with the great powers you must 
act against them and produce calamities 
far more awful and terrible than the 
Armenian atrocities.” 
In conclusion Lord Salisbury referred 
to the recent demonstrations in the col­ 
onies in the face of threatened foreign 
complications and said: 
“I care not 
how much we are isolated if we are 
united. Ail example has been set which 
will shed a beneficent light on the latest 
generations of Englishmen.” 
Lord Salisbury at the opening of his 
speech referred to the recent Transvaal 
crisis as throwing a lurid light upon 
what might happen lf home ride were 
granted to Ireland. As soon as the 
Transvaal was in trouble, he pointed

investigation, and Witness Myers was 
one of the committee. There was talk 
of lynching, and the committee report­ 
ed to the crowd that there was no evi­ 
dence of murder.

New Treasury Regulations In Regard to 
Oleon* artarin e. 
Washington, Feb. I.—Treasury regu­ 
lations relating to the packing, exporta­ 
tion, and exposure to sale of oleomarga­ 
rine go into effect to-day and will be 
vigorously enforced hereafter by the 
internal revenue bureau officials. After 
to-day no manufacturer of oleomarga­ 
rine will be allowed to ship any of the 
article marked other than in conformi­ 
ty with law and regulations. 
Retail 
dealers will be given a reasonable time, 
possibly a few days at the most, to 
dispose of the stock they have on hand 
marked with the former devices, and 
then they will also be brought up to 
a rigid observance of the law and regu­ 
lations. 


New York, Feb. I.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
Weekly Review of Trade says: 
Though business is still 
waiting, 
there are some signs of definite improve­ 
ment. 
It is now believed the first pay­ 
ment for bonds will cause no further 
pressure, and the money markets are 
easier as respects loans on collateral, 
though the difficulty of making com­ 
mercial loans still checks operations. 
Large maturities at the end of January, 
however, have been met more satisfac­ 
torily than was expected, and mer­ 
chants and bankers report that 
the 
signs promise a good spring trade. No 
increase appears as yet in the demand 
for the principal products, unless for 
some forms of iron and steel, in which 
good contracts have been made this 
week, and uncertainty as to congres­ 
sional action still affects both indus­ 
tries and commerce, but the increase in 
inquiry and the reports of dealers are 
deemed assurances of large trade com­ 
ing whenever the uncertainty is over. 
Signs of improvement in the iron and 
steel business are gratifying, even 
though they spring from combinations 
which have raised the price of coke and 
allotted the output of lake iron ore. 
Coke production has again been cut 
down 10,975 tonB in a single week. 
Minor metals are strengthened a shade 
by speculation. 
The cotton mills are discussing cur­ 
tailment of production, as goods con­ 
tinue weak with an output largely ex­ 
ceeding distribution, though the week 
has brought considerably more inquir­ 
ies and a larger spring trade Is still 
hoped for. 
Woolens are practically unchanged, 
as each passing week of open weather 
diminishes the prospect of profitable 
business, while jobbers, clothiers, and 
retailers have considerable stock of 
heavy goods remaining. 
Sales of wool 
at the three chief markets, 9,945,630 
pounds domestic in January, against 
13,604,915 last year, but 14,074,900 for­ 
eign, against 9,551,550 last year, have 
diminished of late, manufacturers buy­ 
ing for only present needs. 
Wheat has again advanced about 3 
cents for cash, but only \ xk cents for 
May, although Atlantic exports are a 
little larger than a year ago, and for 
four weeks, flour included, have been 
8,403,765 bushels, against 7,372,564 last 
year.

serve up to $100,000,600 when Wall 
street is acting snappy. 
The idea in collecting figures from 
the post cffiea, is to see w hether it 
will relieve the; government 
m ater­ 
ially to have all gold expressed to 
the sub treasury instead of being 
paid to banks. 
A year ago the banks were paying 
the Janesville office considerable gold 
but most cf the gold the office receives 
now is from foreigners who keep a 
little store of coin outside the bank* 
and frequently wish to send money tc 
friends or relatives at a distance.

GRIZZLY A N D SILVER TIP. 


Immense 
th r e e Types In California of 
Serenata end Stir. 
The grizzly bears found til through 
Ike canyons of the Rocky and Coast 
mountains and spurs of the Sierra Ne­ 
vada range seldom descend fnm lofty 
altitudes, remarks San Francisco Call. 
(The bruins of the east and the bt uins of 
the wee! are almost totally different 
animals. 
The Ursa Majors of the 
Sierras are monstrous in alae, endowed 
•with ugly dispositions and prodigious 
strength. There are at least three dis­ 
tinct types of the family in California 
and Lower California—namely, the 
grizzly, brown and black bear. Besides 
these there are also gray bears, cinna­ 
mon bears, and the Sierra grayback. 
Cinnamon is simply a cross between 
toe brown and black bears, and the 
mia'uty silver Up is neither more nor 
less than a mongrel of the brown or 
grizzly, partaking strongly of the na­ 
tures of the two, but particularly of the 
la!ter. All the members of the species 
intermarry, and the silver tip is the 
king of the family. This big family, 
springing from the grizzly and 
the 
brown bear, combines all the ferocity 
and tough strength of the former, with 
the agility and stubbornness of the 
latter, each distinctive trait being more 
prominent in him and possessed to a 
greater degree than by the very animals 
from whom be borrows them.

Colored Snow and Hall.

orange colored snows fell were record­ 
ed as long ago as the sixth century. 
Humboldt m entions a hailstorm which 
once occurred in Palermo, in which 
every hailstone was as red as a globule 
of frozen blood. 
On March 14, 1813, 
there was a hailstorm in Tuscany in 
which the individual stones were each 
of a bright yellow color. 
In 1S08 at 
Carniola, Germany, they had a fall of 
crimson snow which was nearly live 
feet in depth. Snow of a brick-red hue 
fell in Italy in 1816, and in the Tyrol 
in 1847. 
In some sections of iceland 
snow seldoms falls to any considerable 
depth without being composed of al­ 
ternat e layers of frozen crystals of dif­ 
ferent colors. Sir John Ross mentions 
Arctic banks of red snow which are so 
well known to explorers that they are 
called the “crimson cliffs.”
